DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
records either taken singularly or in combination fail to disclose the invention as claimed. In 
particular, references to Stoynoff (US 2003/0075307) and Sugimoto (US 6,408,939) fail to 
disclose at least one cheek comprising two parts joined together by a deformable links and 
assembled by brazing to the first and second heat exchange zones respectively with one of the 
parts of the cheek assembled with one of the heat exchanger zone comprising at least one 
protrusion secured by brazing to the other heat exchanger zone, in combination with other 
limitations in the claims. . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
